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DETAILED ACTION 

1 . The abstract of the disclosure is objected to because the present invention 
should not be compared with the prior art. Correction is required. See MPEP 

§ 608.01(b). 

2. Claim 1 1 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being indefinite 
for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant 
regards as the invention. 

The wording in claim 1 1 is not understood because it does not appear to be 
consistent with the features of the present invention. Furthermore, "said recess 
surface" lacks antecedent basis. 

3. Due to the nature of indefiniteness of claim 1 1 , claim 1 1 cannot be further treated 
on the merits. 

4. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

5. Claims 1,4, 6, 8-10 and 12-13 and 16 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as 
being anticipated by Rumsey (US 6,321,922). 

Rumsey discloses an emergency release mechanism, as recited in the instant 
claims, including bolt 22 provided with a bolt head and a two sided threaded stud 
extended therefrom; wherein, said two sided threaded stud comprises a larger 
threaded portion and a smaller threaded portion; and element 24 forming a nut 
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screwed onto the second threaded end or the larger threaded portion of the two 
sided threaded stud. 

Regarding claim 6, consider the bolt head of bolt 22 of Rumsey, which 
constitutes a wrench interface as recited in the instant claim. 
Regarding the instant claimed recess as recited in instant claim 10, consider 
recess 26 of Rumsey. 

6. Claims 1, 4, 6, 7, 8-10, 12-13 and 16 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as 
being anticipated by Herbert (US 3,351,214). 

Herbert discloses an emergency release mechanism as recited in the instant 
claims, including two sided threaded stud 21 provided with dowel extension 28 and 
retaining wire opening 32, and nut 20 screwed onto the second threaded end of stud 21 . 

7. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 

obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

This application currently names joint inventors. In considering patentability of 
the claims under 35 U.S.C. 103(a), the examiner presumes that the subject matter of 
the various claims was commonly owned at the time any inventions covered therein 
were made absent any evidence to the contrary. Applicant is advised of the obligation 
under 37 CFR 1 .56 to point out the inventor and invention dates of each claim that was 
not commonly owned at the time a later invention was made in order for the examiner to 
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consider the applicability of 35 U.S.C. 103(c) and potential 35 U.S.C. 102(e), (0 or (g) 
prior art under 35 U.S.C. 103(a). 

8. Claim 5 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Rumsey 
(US 6,321 ,922) in view of Dinitz (US 6,056,471 ). 

Regarding the instant claimed threaded bar screwed into the single threaded 
stud, as recited in instant claim 5, consider two different alternative threaded bars 
at the bottoms of Figures 1 and 2 of Dinitz, which can be made integral or 
separate from the corresponding upper studs. 
In view of Dinitz, it would have been obvious to one skilled in the art to 
alternatively make to the first end threaded portion of Rumsey as a separate 
threaded bar screwed into the tapped opening of the single upper stud, in a 
manner similar to that shown in Figure 1 of Dinitz, so as to achieve 
conveniences/flexibilities in the manufacturing or application of the stud. 

9. Claims 2-3 and 14-15 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base 
claim, but would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the 
limitations of the base claim and any intervening claims. 

1 0. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. Applicant should further consider the structure of Dilg.
